Mx, R. K. Douglas in a letter to the 
Times pointed out that much was 
to be gained by au understauding 
between Great Britain aud China iu 
the presence of the present attitude of 
affairs in Asia, That, io fact, however 
backward was the position of China, 
she,aloug with Rassia and Great Britain, 
must be cousidered us one of the great 
Asiatic Powers, aud one whose interest 
accordingly ehould be considered in any 
matter relating to Central Asia. When, 
however, Mr. Douglas went on to say 
that, by the recent conquest of Kashgar, 
China had become a strouger Power 
than before, he expressed oue of those 
injurious platitudes which bave so 
much hindered of late years the 
specific action of England. In this 
matter “Mr. Douglas spoke with that 
superficial kuowledge which is only} 
too characteristic of unpractical mev,

but which bis position shoald 


have distinctly guarded him agaiust. 
Englishmen, above others, should not 
need to be told that territorial extension 
is not of itself a source of strougth, or 
rather that, unless wisely undertaken 
and carefully administered, the greater 
the territory to be taken care of the 
weaker must be the Central Govern. 
ment. More especially is this the case in 
Asiatic monarchies, which have seldom 
or never displayed the ability or dis- 
position to assimilate subject races, and 
have coutented themselves with a loose 
sovereignty, and as long as tribule has 
beon regularly paid have seldom 
troubled themselves with the internal 
administration of conquered territory. 
So it has constantly bappeued tisnt with 
the death of the first conqueror, or at 
best of his successor, those ill-com- 
pacted Empires have fallen to the 
ground. For uo less than twenty 
centuries China has had claims more 
or less well founded in Eastern 
Turkestan; but except when internal 
dissensious, such as followed the death 
of the Ameer Yakoob, have paralyeed 
the Government, she has never been 
able to exercise any efficient coutrol. 
Such was the condition of Chinese 
rule in Turkestan before the insur. 
rection of the native tribes, and such, 
from an experience of nearly two 
thousand years, will be the condi- 
tion of Chinese rule in the future. 
The garrisous in Kashgar, Yarkand, 
Khoten, and the other cities, may be 
said to have lived on on sufferance; 
aud when a general insurrection broke 
out they were unable to take avy active 
steps towards ils repression and faded 
away, or were massacred one after 
the other, without being onco ablo 
to take the field or offer an 
effective resistance. There seems uo 
reason to suppose that Chinese rale in 
Turkestan will be more stable uow 
than before. The traditions of- the 
Empire are still the same, and none 
will maintain that the rule of the pres- 
cut is as effective as in the times of 
Kienlung. ‘The occupation of Kashgar, 
for conquest it scarcely deserves to 


| be called, has pressed very heavily on 


the finances of the Empire, at a time 
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when it could but ill-afford the strain; 
and, moreover, thers is now on the 
frontier a Power ever eager to stir up 
discontent. The son of the late Ameor 
has beon taken in hand by the Russians 
ané given military rank, and his pres- 
ence alone is looked upon by ihe 
Chinese as a standing menace. On the 
other hand, Turkestan is but a poor 
country ;and lately, isolated as it has 
been, its poverty is greater than ever. 
Zt has no exports, scarcely employs any 
imports, is for the most part covered 
with desert, and even in its peopled 
parts the population is but scanty, 
Even Russia did not evince much 
anxiety to possess it as long as it 
wae ruled over by the Ameer 
Yakoob; but its possession by China 
evidently excites jealousies, and every 
nerve will be strained to render its 
occupation as little profitable as possi 
ble. On the whole, it may be safely 
said that China is all the weaker for 
ita efforts to extend its territory, and 
these efforts are the more displeasing 
to Englishmen, who have studied the 
politics of Asia, in that they have re. 
sulted so far in affording a standpoint 
for farther Russian designs.

‘Among the passengers who left on 
Wednesday by the M.B. Co.’s steamer 
Genkai Mart, was R. T. Rennie Esq., the 
newly appointed Judge of H.M.’s Court at 
Kanagawa. 

Among the passengers who arrived on the 
Gth inst., by the steamer Sin Nanzing, from 
‘Tientsin, was Mr. Hugh Fraser, H.B.M.’s 
Charge d’Affaires, at Peking, who, we hear, 
has obtained leave of absence and is en route 
for England. 

Our readers will have regretted to hear 
of the sudden demise of another well- 
known and respected resident in this Set- 
tlement, Mr. F. E, Hoyden, Consul for 
the Netherlands. 

We are requested to draw the attention 
of the public to the fact that the Customs’ 
Nautical Telegraph has been revised, and 
that the new mode of signalling will com- 
mence on the Ist of January, 1879. The 
Commercial Code has been added to the list 
of flags at present inuse, and when exhibited 
by an approaching vessel similar flags will 
be hoisted at Pootung. ‘The numbers of 
the regular coast and riverine steamors have 
been rearranged by the Harbour Master, 
and from the list we ascertain the fact that 
Shanghai can now boast of fifty-nine regular 
traders. 

Tt has been announced that tenders will 
bo received for the absolute purchase or 
leaso of the China Merchants’ Steam 
Navigation Company's Foundry in Hong- 
kew, comprising several rows of godowns, 
-dwelling-houses for the staff, and several 
rows of workshops, with all tools, &., 
complete, and covering an area of about 
2} acres; also for the Company's Dock, 
at Pootung, covering about four acres. 

‘The air is full of rumours respecting the 
future of the China Merchants’ Steam 
Navigation Company, consequent, it may 
be supposed, upon the action recently 
taken with respect to the foundry and dock 
worked by the Company in Hongkow. The 
latest rumour is, and we give it with all 
reservation, that Mr. Robert Hart is 
engaging a staff of employés in England for 
the especial purpose of working the busi- 
ness on behalf of the Company. Should 
this be trae, it will give colour to what has 
been said respecting both the finances and 
the ill-success attending their administra- 
tion hitherto.—The letter of our Tientsin 
correspondent, given on another page also 
throws considerable light, on the prudent 
measures of retrenchment lately commenced. 
by the management. 

The valuable real estates of the late 
A. H. de Carvalho, Esq., have been 
offered for sale by public auction. The 
property comprived both land and builéings, 
and was submitted in two lots only, the 
first of which was situated in the Foochow 
road. ‘This was bought in for Tls. 17,000. 
The second lot included various properties, 
and was bought by Chinese for the sum of 
Tis. 20,600. 

Mr. Helland, the manager of the Great 
Northorn Telegraph Company here, has 
Kindly furnished us with the following 
particulars regarding the breakage and 
speedy repair of the Gutzlait Nagasaki 
cable. It was one of the quickest repairs 
effected on a submarine cable, and the 
narrative may be interesting to our 
readers:—On Friday evening at 9 o'clock 





the last message handed in for transmission 
to Japan was duly despatched and collated 
from Nagasaki, which means we had receipt 
for the message frum that station. At 9.30 
the communication was interrupted, and 
Nagasaki could not be called ; but a proper 
list was not obtained from Gutzlaff before 
10.15 o'clock the same evening. On Satur. 
day morning the Company’s repairing 
steamer H. C. Orsted was coaled, provi. 
sioned, and a lot of spare cable put on 
board, ané she left Woosung at 12.50 
p.m. (noon), At 6,30 p.m. on Saturday 
she passed Gutzlaff, and next morning 
at 8.10 o'clock she had grappled the 
cable forty-one miles from Guizlaff and 
ascertained that the break was within 
three miles from that spot. At 12.30 she 
had the broken end on board and the cable 
was found broken by an anchor dragging 
through it, 42,2, nautical miles from 
Gutzlaff. The ship then announced the 
last splice would be ready at 1.45 o'clock, 
and communication with Nagasaki was re- 
established at that hour. 

‘We aro informed that Mr. Colin Jamieson, 
Commissioner of Customs, attached to’ the 
Chinese Commission at the Paris Exhibi- 
tion, has been appointed an officer of the 
Legion of Honour, in recognition of his 
services in connection with the Chinese 
section. 

Ithas beenannounced that in consequence 
of an agreement made with the French 
Post-Office, and in pursuance of instruc 
tions from the Company's head office, the 
mail steamer Peiko will be despatched 
from Shanghai on Sunday, the 22nd instant, 
instead of Friday, the 20th, as previously 
mentioned. 

‘The boys at. St. Francis Xavier's school 
gave an entertainment at the College on 
Saturday afternoon, in the presence of 
parents and friends numbering about 250, 
‘The programme included dialogues, discus- 
sions, essays, etc., all being very well done; 
and there were also singing and music under 
the direction of the Rov. Father Basuiau, 
A pleasant and instructive afternoon was 
spent. 

On Saturday afternoon, a man who 
Jooked like a seaman, amused himself in 
the Broadway, Hongkew, near the Sailors’ 
‘Home, by overturning jinrikshas in which 
Chinese were riding, and throwing the 
occupants into the road. This, we are 
informed, he did on several occasions, but 
he carried his pitcher to the well” once 
too often. A foreigner cautioned him not 
to interfere with peaceable passengers 
again, and, as he persisted, gave him a 
deserved thrashing. ‘The offender, we are 
informed, was not the worse for liquor, and 
his conduct was therefore all the more 
reprehensible. 

‘Thursday's Hsin-pao remarks that the 
Canton authorities should not delay to take 
active measures against the rebel Li Yang- 
tsai, because of his promise to confine him- 
self to recovering the kingdom of Annam, 
which belonged to his forefathers. So cun- 
ning a rabbit will assuredly have three holes 
to his burrow, and should he be permitted 
to consolidate his forces undisturbed, he 
will not content himself with Annam, but 
occasion trouble to the Yunnan and Kwang 
provinces. From the tone of his letter to 
the Manchu Commander-in-Chief at Canton, 
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it is apparent that his rebellious conduct 
was occasioned by the contumelious treat- 
ment he received at the hands of the high 
authorities of the latter provinces. The 
Editor concludes by warning his readers 
not to regard Li as a prodigy simply be- 
cause his nose has three nostrils. 

‘The British ship Connaught Ranger, 
Captain Murphy, from London to Shang- 
hai with a general cargo, has, accord- 
ing to the Daily Press, arrived at Horig- 
kong, in distress, she having been 
aground thirty-six hours on an island, 
north twenty miles from Deli, in Timor, 
She had to jettison’ 150 tons of cargo, and 
when she was got off the island the ship 
had 5 feet 4 inches of water in the fore- 
hold and 3 feet 7 inches in the well. After 
pumping for five days the water was 
pumped out, and the vessel was kept dry 
until the 29th ult., when, to the eastward 
of tho Bashee Channel, she experienced a 
very heavy hurricane from the N.E., when 
she commenced to make water again. The 
sea washed over the ship, smashing the 
wheel-house, and the fore and mizen lower 
topsails, fore topmast slaysail, and fore-sail 
wero carried away. After the gale, the 
Teakage increased unt'l the chief officer, 
second officer, and ven men were laid 
up, suffering great exhaustion from eight 
successive weeks pumping, 

‘Yhere was an unusually high tide yester- 
day afternoon—the highest that has been 
known for several months past. In many 
places south of the Custom-House, the 
water was on a level with the Bund, the 
Ke-chong jetty being entirely submerged, 
while down the Bund the foreshore was 
flooded several feet inside the telegraph 
poles and nearly up to the P. and 0. 
flagstaff. The back and low-lying parts of 
‘the Settlement, it is feared, would suffer 
considerably. 

The hearing of the case of Chin Quai 
v. J. Bradfield was concluded Monday 
in Her Majesty's Supreme Court, before 
G. French, Esq., Chief Judge. The 
examination of the plaintiff and his mafoo 
lasted during the day till dark, and then 
with the light of a small paraffin lamp and 
three candles the legal gentlemen summed 
up on behalf of their respective clients, 
and at half-past six in the evening his 
Lordship intimated that he would reserve 
his decision. 

A copy of the tenth annual report of the 
Hospital for Chinese at the American 
Episcopal Mission, Shanghai, has been 
kindly forwarded to us, and from it we 
gather that 19,970 patients were treated 
during 1877, among whom were 107 for- 
cigners (Malays and Africans.) Ninety- 
two were admitted to the wards, and the 
dispensary practice numbered 19,878 
patients. ‘Ten in-door patients died during 
the year. ‘The accounts are in a favourable 
condition, showing a balance in hand of 
$1,167.82. In their report, Drs. Hender- 
son and Zacharis, the medical ofticers, 
“It is greatly to be regretted that 
‘ission has as yet been able to do so 
little towards the improvement of the 
premises in which the work of the Hospital 
iscarried on. The usefulness of the Insti- 
tution continues to be seriously restricted 
by the condition of the building, which 
is only iitted for the reception of the 
Poorest class of patients. At Kong Wan 
and Neen Zeang, Mr. Hoong Neok vaccina- 











ted 601 native children."—The Rev. Dr. 
Nelson, the Rector, writes :—“We have 
deen striving to accumulate a fund for the 
the erection of a more suitable building for 
the Hospital, as well as to procure a better 
site than that on which it now stands. A 
good site we have not yet got, but shall 
continue our efforts to sectre one, and 
shall be obliged for help towards this 
object. The area of ground required need 
not be large, but it is desirable that it 
should be not far either from the present 
hospital or from the New Police station. 
The fund for building is now large enough 
to give good hope of a suitable Hospital, if 
we had the proper site. The prestige of 
nine years of service, and of the good done 
to numbers from various regions around, 
makes this Hospital an institution cf con- 
siderable value to the natives of many 
places. We trust that in the future, both 
in a benevolent and a Christian point of 
view, its benefits will be yet more extended. 
‘To the surgeons who have given their time, 
their skill and their kindly services to the 
‘Hospital, we would here make our grateful 
acknowledgments, as well as to those who 
have contributed ‘the means of its support, 
—and ask from them all a continuance of 
their charity. 

Hoxcxonc appears to be somewhat better 
off than Shanghai, with respect to future 
mail departures. The China Mail is re- 
quested te state that, commencing with the 
English Mail of the 21st instant, both the 
French and English Mails will leave, during 
tho rest of the winter, on Saturdays. We 
congratulate our Hongkong friends on 
their still having the opportunity for 
a Saturday half-holiday left them.— 
‘The Hongkong Daily Press regrets to an- 
nounce the death of Mr. James Williams, 
of the Horse Repository. The deceased 
had been in China sixteen years, and was a 
member of the Zetland Lodge, E.C., and 
St. John Lodge, S.C., of Freemasons, a 
number of whom together with many of his 
friends followed his remains to the grave. 
Mr. Williams was as well known in Shang- 
hai as Hongkong, and was much respected 
by all who knew him. 

By private information received from Na- 
Gasakr we learn that on Monday last a fire 
broke out on board the M.B. Co.'s steamer 
Genkai Maru, which was then lying in 
that port. Smoke was seen issuing from 
the enginzers’ department, the fire alarm 
on board was immediate sounded, and 
assistance was sent from one of the Russian 
men-of-war in port. Happily their services 
were not required, as by the prompt and 
energetic action of the engincering stalf, 
and the officers and crow generally, the 
flames had been extinguished and only 
slight damage was done. 

In the cyclone of 1867, says the Indian 
Daily News, the China opium steamer 
Thunder was lost somewhere in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Sandheads. The vessel 
had a very large amount of specie and bul- 
lion on board when she was wrecked. 
Frequently since that time rumours have 
circulated in Calcutta that the vessel has 
been seen, and her whereabouts is supposed 
to be known by some fortunate individual. 
The truth of these rumours is about to be 
practically tested. A resident of Calcutta is 
fitting out a steamer, at his own cost in the 
event of failure, to find the lost vessel, and 
with an agreement from the underwriters 
and others concerned, that he is to have a 
certain percentage of the property recovered.

SIR JAMES STEPHEN ON AFGHANISTAN. 
Awonest the little group of distin- 
guished soldiers and “ politicals” who 
write and speak on Indian affairs, fow 
eserve to be listened to with greater 
respect than Sir James Stephen. The 
author of the masterly essays in the 
Pall Mall on “Liberty, Equality and 
Fraternity” has very few rivals, and 
his wide knowledge and experience in 
England and India give a value to all 
his expressions of opinion which cannot 
casily bo over-estimated. The Times, 
which we received by last mail, contains 
a letter by this high authority on the 
absorbing question of the time, the rela- 
tions between England, Russia and the 
power which Punch characterizes as 
the “poor buffer,” Afghanistan, We 
noted in a recent article the blundors 
committed by Lord Lawrence during 
his viceroyalty, and we find his mis- 
takes noticed in the papers just at hand, 
But it seoms that several Viceroys have 
been implicated in the mismavagement 
which bas borne such ominous fruit. 
«Liberal Governments and conservative 
Governments must plead guilty to the 
charge that their Afghan policy has 
beon a thing of fits and starts, incoher- 
ent, incomprehensible by Shere Ali and 
mysterious to ourselves.” Sir James 
Stophen is not a crazy alarmist, It is 
the morest folly to charge him with 
fostering directly or indirectly that 
peculiar policy of definiteness and 
‘national assertion which has been nick- 
named “Jingoism.” It is, not con- 
coivable that the philosophic statesman 
and tho experienced public servant 
could have caught the key-note of his 
policy from a music hall song or from 
writers whose views find their popular 
expression in vulgar rhodomontede. 
Sir James Stophen is nob a Russo- 
phobist, brs ho points out with very 
groat perspiouity why the boldest action 
in regard to Afghanistan is the only 
safo course for Englaud. We do not 
find in his letter avy assertion to the 
effect tlat the Russians could invade 
Tudia at the moment. The losses sus- 
tained in the Plevna campaign, and the 
financial difficulties of the Czar, render 
such @ project an ivsane dream at 
present, but we have to fear a num- 
ber of aggressive movements and 
small annexations ; and, above all, we 
have to dread the creation of a 
Russo-Indian army which would match 
our own sepoys. It would take Rus- 
sian generals ‘somo time to organize 
such a force, but if we do not take 
speedy measures to prevent it, the 
Czer’s advisers will urge bim to act on 
this plan; and then in a few years we 
shall find that wo are compelled te keep 
a vast frontier army always in readiness 
to resist attack, and such an army would 
be a tremendous burden to the resources 
of the Empire. It is granted that the 
immense distances which divide Oren- 
burg from Tashkend, and the far 
stretching deserts which now separate 











the Russian frontier from the British 
frontier, could not be passed without 
vast expenditure, and could not bo 
attempted by a Power crippled by a 
formidable straggle. Still we should 
provide against contingencies, and tho 
contingency to be specially apprehended 
is the gradual annexation of small 
States and the organization of the 
natives by General Kaufmann and com- 
manders like unto him, until a dark- 
skinned army, strong enough to mect 
our Indian battalions is ready to 
tako the field against us. The exact 
words of Sir James Stephen ero 
worth quoting:—“The distance,” he 
says, “from Tashkend by Merv to 
the Caspian is about 750 miles. It 
is abont as far as from Calcutta to 
Delhi; rather further than from Dover 
to Cape Wrath. How, then, it may be 
asked, can a small number of Russians 
struggling with such difficulties as 
these and far distant from all reinforce- 
ments and from their base of operations 
be objects of fear to such a Power as 
British India? I answer, for reasons 
exactly similar to those which ought to 
have led the successors of Akbar and 
Arungzebo to look with dread upon 
Colonel Clive, his handfal of Europeans, 
and his wretched Bengalee allies. Great 
onterprizes are undertaken by unsettled, 
anxious people, with their fortunes to 
make; not by those who bave made 
their fortunes; and the Russians in 
Turkestan fulfil these conditions.” This 
sentence is well worth considering, aud 
the parallel between the present quasi- 
independent position of General Kauf- 
mann, and that of Lord Wellesley at the 
beginning of his career, is fall of 
soggestion and menace. The sum of 
the matter is this—Central Asia 
will be divided between England, 
Russia, and China, It is our daty to 
secure such a position there as will 
neutralize the influence of Russia, or at 
least prevent her from preponderating. 
Whatever philosophical Liberals may 
say, the British people will not allow 
any sentimental regard for the integrity 
of Shere Ali’s domain to interfere with 
their action. It is to be regretted that 
we have not all along recognized the 
fact that Shere Ali is “a barba 
ignorant of the common amenities which 
govern the political relations between 
two independent States,” and that to 
affect to treat him as we should treat 
Spain or Italy is “to enact a political 
farce for the amusement of the world 
and our own humiliation.” It is to 
be hoped that there may be no more 
mistakes or hesitations. We are by 
this time embarked in the attempt to 
bring the raler of. Cabul to his senses, 
and, whatever losses may have to be 
encountered, this object must be 
effected. We shall seo what our soldiers 
will do for us, and though we cannot 
expect “‘a tearless battle” we must 
ultimately succeed. It is satisfactory 
to bave the wisdom of our present 
action approved by so great a jurist as 
Sir James Stephev. 

















‘THE TERM “ SHANGTI.” 
ALTHOUGH we cannot accept as an inva. 
riable truism the doctrine of Solomon 
that there is nothing new under the 
sun, there is still so much truth in it 
that we scarcely feol surprised when 
the most modern of controversies is 
traced back to tho early strivings of 
mankind, The Protestant Missionaries, 
using that term for want of a better 
to include those outside the pale of the 
Roman Church in China, have of late 
years been exercising themselves much 
‘as to the proper term by which to 
designate God in the Chinese language, 
Evon to outsiders there is a certain 
amount of interest in the controversy, 
though we imagine that most of the 
laity regret the polemics which have 
been introduced into the discussion, 
The strife is, however, nothing new, 
‘Tho Roman Missionaries of nearly two 
hundred years ago wrangled over the 
same topic with a bitterness exceeding 
that of the English and American Mis. 
sionaries of to-day ; and their strife was 
only abated by the high band of the 
Pope, Clement XI, who took upon 
himself to decide the question by ® third 
form which avoided the point in dispute, 
The strife between Ti and Shen is, 
however, of older date than this, going 
back to the old traditions of Iran, when 
the Asura worshippers separated them- 
selves from the cult of the Devas, and 
what was held mostsacred by the Indians 
was accursed by their northern neigh- 
bours, with the curious result that 
the modern Romanesque words for 
God and Devil are both derived from 
the ove primitive root, div, to shine ; in 
the one case evolved by the natural 
growth of the language, in the otber 
bodily introduced from the Iranian cult 
through the medium of the Greek Dia- 
bolos. Now it is not a little remarkable 
that in thisstrife of words, theolderChin- 
eso students stand at an infinitely higher 
level than their successors. Dr. Med- 
burst had» much more definite idea of 
the meaning of the word Ti, than any 
of his followers in the controversy ; and 
it is indicative of the general soundness 
of Dr. Williams's scholarship, that, not- 
withstanding bis dissent from Dr. 
Medhurst’s conclusions, he quotes ap- 
provingly in his recent pamphlet the 
latter’s definition. Had the coutroversy 
been carried out on the lines laid 
down by Dr. Medburst, the strife 
would long before this havo beeu 
concluded ; but unfortunately, Dr. Med- 
hurst's followere, with more zeal and 
less knowledge introduced into their 
formularies the term Shangti, supposing 
(@ supposition for which thore was 
not the slightest foundation), that the 
ancient Chinese had adopted a mouo- 
theietic cult, and that the name of 
the Supreme Deity thus worshipped 
was Shangti. In point of fact the 
upholders of the Shangti theory were 
unable to distinguish pantbeism from 
monotheism ; and the pantheistic philo- 
sopby of Confucius and his successors, 
which sprang really from a previous 
polytheism, was confused with 4 
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monotheism more strict than that of 
the later Jews. It is noticeable how 
thas judaistic tendency bas provailed 
amongst the latter missionaries in 
China. We have had occasion to notice 
jt before, when commenting on the pro- 
ceedings of the Missionary Conference 
of May, 1877, and to contrast it with 
tho Christianity of the New Testament. 
‘Tho missionaries of to-day are not 
content to worship God the Father of 
our Lord ‘Jesus Christ, but address 
their devotions to Jehovah and Elohim, 
names, so far as the Apostolic writ- 
ings inform us, never so much as 
mentioned by the divine Founder of the 
Christian religion. Our Lord himself 


could sey “Prewma ho Theos.” fa. 
fii; ond dia missionaries but follow 


his example, much of the strife which 
has separated them into two bodies 
would become a thing of the past. Dr. 
Williams points out so many strong 
objections to the use of the word 
Shangti, that it seems dificult to com- 
prebend how it could have recom. 
mended itself to any large section of 
missionaries, The name bas in effect 
been most unfortunate in its associa. 
tion ; and its connection with the Hwen- 
tien Sbangti and the Yuh Hwang 
Shangti should make its advocates 
pause before introducing it into Chris- 
tian formularies. The relation of 
Shangti with the Yang _ principle 
pointed ontby Canon McClatchielikewiso 
renders its uso inadvisable, In modern 
Chinese the term has come to have a 
meaning nearly as definite as Zeus or 
Apolldn, and the missionary who uses 
it as the true definition of God is apt, 
as has often occurred, to have his 
worship and teaching confounded with 
that of the Taoist deities on the one 
hand, or, on the other, with the pan. 
theistic Shangti of tho imperial oult. 
Tho only argament of any weight for 
the employmént of tho torm is, that in 
the older classics of the Chinese, 
worship is paid to Shangti as the 
supreme deity ; but upon investigation 
this argument proves as ill founded 
as the rest. Thero is no single pas- 
sage in the Shi-king, the most 
authentio repertory of ancient Chinese 
tradition, which necessitates the use of 
Shangti in the singular number. On 
the contrary there are many where 
we seem called on to translate the 
word in the plural. ‘The genius 
of the language is besides in favour of 
our translating Shang-ti as dii supert 
rather than Deus Supremus; and when 
we find that How-tsib, T’ien-teze, Fang- 
shub, Sze-yin, and other deities are 
admitted into the category of the gods 
above, we must conclude that a poly- 
theistic rather than a monotheistic use 
of the word prevailed. Even granting 
that Shang-ti means Dous Supremus, the 
very word points to a polytheistic 
origin eo clearly that it is not easy 
to perceive how students could have 
accepted it in any other light. Too 
much dependence in this matter on 
native teachers, to whom the distinction 








between pantheism and monotheism 
was a matter difficult to explain, must 
have been the original of ths error. 
Bat though the compound Shang-ti is 
unfitted for use as the equivalent of 
God, it yet contains the true equivalent. 
Even Dr. Leggo has to acknowledge 
that in the Shi-king, Shang.ti and Ti 
are interchangeable; and the meaning 
of this we can comprehend when we 
come to translate aright the appellation 
Shang as meaning simply those dwell- 
ing above. Ti fj* is, in fact, the old 
Chinese correlative for the devas of 
tho Sanscrit speaking people, the dit 
and theoi of the Romans and Greeks. 
It is quite in consonance with this view 
of the matter that Yao snd Shun are 
in the Shu-kine den-minated ti, for 
in them we must find tho correlatives 
of the Varuna and Vishna of the neigh- 
bouring Indian cult: bat it is not till 
we advance into the more modera Chi- 
neso writings that we meet with such a 
designation for their successor Yi. 
Similarity of form as well as similarity 
of use thus leads us to connect ti and 
dons; and a careful study of the uses 
of the word, unombarrassed by its com- 
promising adjunct, will convince most 
impartial students that Dr. Medhurst 
was not far from the proper solution 
of theterm. Unluckily, false analogies 
led him to permit the use of the term 
Shangti as an equivalent, and this uso 
unfortunately, in tho practice of those 
who followed him, led to the separation 
which has taken place between the two 
parties. Had the strife been one of 
Ti or Shon, it would have beon readily 
adjusted ; but to a large section of able 
missionaries who saw the degradation 
into which the term Shangti had been 
dragged by later Chinese superstition, 
it seemed that its uso was really 
equivalent to tho adoption of the 
accursed thing. Seoking about for some 
word to express the Christian idea of 
divinity, they lighted upon Shen jfil!, a 
word probably harmless in itself, though 
certainly applied by Chinese, ancient 
and modern, in a lower sense than the 
term fj Ti. Now it is curious to find 
that even bere our analogies do not de- 
sert us. Ti, as we have said, is the 
equivalent, or rather the analogue, of 
the Vedic Dova, and in the same 
manner we must connect the word Shen 
with Asura, its phonetic equivalent. 
‘As we have hinted above, the history of 
the word is curious. Originally derived 
from the root as, to be, it had in the 
coldest poems with which we are ac- 
quainted, the meaning, living, spiritual, 
a use which long survived in the word 
asa, spirit, ezkalation; and with the word 
deva, the shining, was used for the 
deities of the Vedic pantheon. When, 
however, the two branches of the 
Aryas separated, and tho Iranians, 
adopting monotheism, took Ahura (the 
Zend equivalent of the Sanscrit asura) 
Mazdao as their name for the Deity, 
changing the devas into deraons, the 
‘Vedic branch retaliated by making the 
Asuras the snemies of the gods, and a 











strife arose between deyas and asuras 
in many respects the equivalent of that 
now going on in China. For our own 
part, while we would prefer the simple 
term Ti as the truest analogue of 
Deus, we do not see that its adoption 
would affect the consciences of either 
party in the struggle. The adjectives 
shang, shen, how or others, are applic= 
able to Him in His various manifesta- 
tions, as the God who dwells on High, 
Spiritual in His essence, and Ruler 
over Heaven and Earth. The Church 
in her formuleries speaks of God most 
High, but forbids us not to address 
Him as our Heavenly Father; why 
should Missionaries in China be found 
to wrangle over the precise epithet by 
which Hoe is alone to be addressed ? 
To those who seek to end an unseemly 
quarrel we would recommend tho 
prayer in the collect for S.S. Philip 
and James's day, “O Almighty God, 
whom truly to know is everlasting life ; 
Grant us perfectly to know thy Son 
Jesus Christ to be the way, the trath 
and the life.” 





JAPAN AND COREA. 


Ow the 29th of May, 1876, all Yedo was 
astir, and a group of strangely clad and 
eccentric figures were welcomed with 
the parade of Japanese etiquette to the 
capital and the Court of the Mikado. 
‘The most prominent personages of tho 
party were two old men clad in wire- 
work hats, with clumsy shoes and mon- 
strous spectacles, who walked supported 
on the arms of secretaries, like the 
Jewish lawgiver between Aaron and 
Hor. Their servants carried tridents 
and blew conch shells and beat queer 
drams, as they moved with pompous 
steps along the platform of the railway 
station to the chairs of state in which 
they were borne to the place prepared 
for them. These fossil-like veterans 
wore the Corean Ambassadors, tho 
representatives of the most consor- 
vative and isolated country in the 
world, who were forced most unwill- 
ingly ont of their shells to reconcile 
certain difficulties that had arisen 
between their Government and the 
Sovereign of progressive Japan, This 
ceremonial, then, which those who 
witnessed it will not easily forget, was 
the outward symbol of an interesting 
and important event, viz., the admission 
of Corea into the comity of Asiatic 
nations. A commercial convention 
wasconcluded between Corea and Japan, 
aud some hopes were entertained 
that the obstinate resistance to foreign 
ideas, which had been for conturies tho 
traditional policy of the strange nation, 
would be changed. Such, however, 
does not seem to be the case. The very 
limited commerce permitted between 
Japan and Corea has been fruitful in 
quarrels and misunderstandings, and, if 
we may believe the Japan Mail, Japan 
may be forced into a war with the 
most stupid and absurd nation now 
existing in the world, It would bea 
blessing to mankind if the Coreans

were humbled and brought to their 
senses. The chances seem to us in 
favour of a war. The Mikndo's Gov- 
ernment has sent an Envoy to Corea, 
and there seems to be overy probability 
that. the Japanese mission will be 
treated with scanty courtesy and their 
demands rejected. If so, the fiery tem- 
per of the Japanese will not be slow 
to resent the affront, and the Mikado 
will be obliged to declare war with 
Corea. Tho effect of this action, 
however, will bring another Power 
upon the scene, The Emperor of 
China bas bad for many hundreds of 
years the right of veto upon the 
necession to the Corean kingship. 
Thus the belligerent action of Japan 
may rouse the great Empire under 
whose wing Corea shelters itself, to 
try conclusions with the restless enter- 
prising island Power which has scorned 
her example and provokingly chosen 
the perilous paths of Western progress. 
China, if she is wise, will resist the 
temptation to draw the sword, and will 
leave Japan to take care of the obstinate 
Coreaus, If we look carefully at the 
position of the two countries, neither 
China nor-Japan are in a position to 
fight. The rebellion of last year has 
taxed the resources of Japan severely, 
and she is not in a state to bear any 
extra strain, on her finances, and the 
efforts, of France and America prove 
thab it is not easy to invade Corea. 
On the other and, Chine is exhausted 
by the terrible famine which bas dimin- 
ished the population and drained the 
wealth of the northern provinces ; and 
the support of ‘Tso’s armies, as our 
‘Yokohama contemporary points ont, is 
a rainous source of expenditure to the 
Imperial treasury. If we suppose, 
then, that it is inevitable that Corea 
will sooner or later take such action 
as shall oblige Japan to insist on 
her treaty rights, we should be pleased 
to seo China keep aloof, and at all 
events not interfere with the Japanese. 
Ibis the game of Russin to set Chi 
and Japan against each other, and to 
foment all causes of quarrel between 
them ; bat, really, the interests of both 
are identical, Resistance of the aggres- 
sion of the common enemy should be 
the policy of Peking and of Yedo. 
Tho line taken by Japan during the 
last twonty years has alienated her 
from China, and there are Chinese 
statesmen who would like to see the 
island power suffer defeat; but the in- 
jury inflicted by China on Japan would 
really be an injury to herself. It is 
desirable to teach the absurd barbarians 
of the peninsula that they must observe 
conventions, and the sooner they are 
tanght their own ignorance and folly the 
better; bub the task of enforcing the 
performance of their obligations on the 
Coreans may be left to the Government 
they have offended. China may do good 
service by backing up the demands of 
Japan, but she will make a fatal blander 
if she listens to those conservative 
instincts which would Jead her to help 
Corea by going to war with Japan. 











VOLTAIRE ON CHINA. 
‘We have frequently called attention to 
the influence of Voltaire in forming 
that popular view of China and the 
Chinese which prevailed up toa very 
recent date in Europe. It suited the 
great sceptical philosopher's purpose to 
elevate China in order that he might 
depress and degrade Christian civiliza- 
tion. He delighted to point to the 
antiquity of the Middle Kingdom. 
“There is no house in Europe,” he 
says, “the antiquity of which is so well 
proved as that of the Empire of China.” 
He delighted to rebut the charge of 
Atheism brought against the dark- 
haired race “at the other end of the 
world,” and denounced it as “the 
meanest excess of our follies and 
pedantic inconsiztencies.” The medical 
practice of the Chinese seemed to 
Voltaire on a par with that of France: 
“their physicians do not cure mortal 
diseases any more than our own, and 
minor diseases both bore and in China 
are cured by nature alone.” Very 
different was the view of China taken 
by a contemporary of Voltaire, whose 
works are now seldom read, but who 
filled a large place in the literary his- 
tory of the Revolution epoch. Few 
students open that vivid and eloquent 
volume, crowded with glowing sentences 
and fautestic paradoxes, “Ruines on 
Meditations sur les Revolutions des 
Empires,” yet there are many pages 
which would repay the reader for the 
time spent over them, and many truths 
to be picked out from between the 
showy mosaic of fact and fancy with 
which every chapter abounds. In the 
notes, we find some remarks on China, 
which will bear reproduction. Volney 
did not for a moment regard China 
as a model for Europe. He had no 
sympathy with the view Voltaire 
had endeavoured too successfully to 
promulgate. He took a despairing aud 
a low view of the state of Asia. The 
abuses of European systems might be 
numerous, but it seemed to him that 
the state of the venerable - Oriental 
Empires was far worse than the condi- 
tion of matters in Europe. Volney, 
who lived throngh and shuddered at 
the excesses of the Reign of Terror, 
still regarded China’ as having at- 
tained a lower depth: “All Asia is 
buried in the most profound dark- 
ness. The Chinese, subjected to an 
insolent despotism, dependent for their 
fortune on the decision of lots, and 
held in awe by strokes of the bamboo, 
enslaved by the immutability of their 
code, and by the irremediable vice of 
their language, offer to my view an 
abortive civilization and a race of 
automata”—these sentences are of 
course over-hasty generalizations. Vol- 
ney, with all his brilliant qualities, was 
unable by intuition to penetrate the 
secrets of the Chinese policy, and to 
comprehend how much real freedom 
there is in the Eighteen Provinces. 
‘He quotes a translation of a narrative of 
two Mahommedan travellers in the 











ninth century, and deduces from the 


story the fact that “the Emperor calls 
himself the Sou of Heaven, that is of 
God ; for in the opinion of the Chinese, 
the material heaven, the arbiter of 
fatality, is the Deity Himself.” He in. 
forms us that the aforesaid Emperor 
only shows himself once in ten months, 
lest the people, accustomed to see him, 
might lose their respect ; for be holds 
it as a maxim, that Power can only be 
supported by force, that the people have 
no idea of justice, and are not to be 
governed but by coorcion. He persists 
in believing that all the abuses which 
were rife in the year 877 were rife in 
the year 1791; and adds, “ Notwith. 
standing what is asserted by the Mis. 
sionaries, this situation has undergone 
no change. The bamboo aiill. reigns 
in China, and the Son of Heaven basti- 
uades for the most trivial fault the 
mandarin, who in bis turn bastinades 
the people. The Jesuits may tell us 
that this is the best governed country 
in the world, and its inhabitants the 
happiest of men, but a sivgle letter 
from Amyot has convinced me that 
China is a truly Turkish Government.” 
Here, of course, there is a strange mix- 
ture of truth and suggestion. It was 
impossible for Volney to givo an ncour- 
ate idea of the complicated system of 
Chinese Government, and it is possible 
that prejudice wade him write the 
lines we have quoted. But he possibly 
grasped the truth in his utterance ov 
the Iaugunge of Obina: “As long as 
the Chinese shall in writing make uso 
of their present characters, they can 
be expected to make no progress iu 
civilization, ‘The necessary introduc. 
tory steps must bo the giving them an 
alphabet like our own.” Many thonght- 
ful stndents of this mysterious nation 
hold the view which Volney was the 
first to express.

PEKING, 


Our correspondent says on the 17th Nov., 
we had a fall of nearly an inch of snow, and 
the thermometer has been down to 18° Fahr, 
above zero. ‘This is unusuallyearly. ‘The fall 
of snow has been hailed with great satisfac 
tion, We have had a succession of cloudy 
days, so unlike our usually clear weather at 
this season. Our residents are preparing 
skating rinks, one inside the city and the 
other near the racecourse. 

‘The Legations still remain comparatively 
empty—the French and Peruvian Ministers 
being the only ones at their post. In the 
spring we suffered severe losses by the 
departure of so many of our residents; in 
the spring and summer, typhus feverthinned 
the ranks still more sand now, inthe autumn, 
we have lost a number more. ‘The oldest 
resident here, the venerable Archimandrite 
of the Greek Church, has been obliged te 
leave on account of failing health, He is 
one of our most learned sinologues, and the 
author of numerous works. He has 
Chinese-Russian dictionary in hand and 
well forward, but it must stand in abeyance 
for the time. We hope he will be spared for 
many years to come, and perhaps to return 
tous. We can ill afford to lose men like 
Mayers and Palladius, Mr. Hagen, our 
teacher of Russian and German in’ the 








College, has also left us for a season, having 
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aecompanied HE, Chunghow’ to Russia. 
‘We are not likely to be favoured this winter 
with either Sir T. Wade or the Inspector 
General. The departure of the new Minis- 
ter to England is another of the losses 
that is felt in the family circle of not afew, 
where he was an especial favorite, His 
affable and agreeable manners, his gentle- 
manly bearing, and his great scholarship, 
made him a companion of whom one never 
fred, He did not shine in his English, 
of which he spoke a little, although the 

yuisition of that little indicated a master 
spirit and a capacity for work; but he was a 
taster of all subjects in his native tongue, 
‘and several departments he had made his 
‘omnexclusively. Few men in the Empire 
could have written that splendid epitaph 
which he composed on his late lamented 
friend Mr. Mayers; and no other Chinaman 
alive in his position, and with his name and 
prospects, would have permitted thepublica- 
Fon of it in the Monthly Educator, a 
magazine published at Peking under one or 
{wo foreign missionaries, In that epitaph, 
besides enlarging upon Mr. Mayers, he 
enters into a long history of his connection 
with foreigners, and refutes beforehand all 
the possible objections that might bebrought 
against him by the literati. He manfully 
and courageously threw down the gauntlet, 
and staked his reputation and success in 
life, upon his connection with foreigners, 
when his appointment as Minister to Eng- 
Jand was considered a probable event, and 
against the expressed wishes of many of his 
warmest friends, who thought it might 
do him harm. His writing and style are 
not to be surpassed. It is a pity that our 
people wi in a position to value 
the abilities of such a man. China is to be 
congratulated on this, as in fact in all h 
fore’; ypointments.. 
above, we learn that Sir T. Wade will not 
arrive here before the spring. Leavin, 
England in November, he will visit Inc 
i confer doubtless with the Indian 
Government on the opium question, which 
is one of the clauses not ratified in the 
Chofoo Convention, and probably also 
arrange for the opening up of the new route 
to China by Yunnan.” 

Apropos of opium, it is understood here 
that a memorial from a few of the Protestant 
Missionaries on the subject was addressed 
to the newly-appointed Minister to Eng- 
land. 

‘Mr. Fraser, the British Chargé d’Affairés 
here, has left the capital to await his Chief 
in the South, and thereafter to proceed to 
Europe to join his family. 

More snow has since fallen here, and 
altogether there is every prospect of a capi- 
tal wheat harvest next y. ar.

‘NEWCHWANG. 


Our correspondent writes :—The s.s, 
Yungching left the port yesterday at noon, 
and the ice came down a few hours later.— 
‘The Customs lorcha and three of the pilot- 
boats are docked for the winter, and the 
ot schooner F. P. Knight is to leave for 

shanghai to undergo some nevessary repairs. 

‘The first overland Courier of the season 
starts to-day for Tientsin, and the line will 
be continued weekly under Customs man- 

ement, ‘The rates of postage charged are 
high, but this no doubt is due to the 
expenses incident on starting a new system, 
and it is to be hoped that the Customs in 
future years may be able to lower their 
rates without impairing the efficiency of 
their mail service. 

‘Merchants and others at the coast ports, 
who wish to write to friends at Newchang 
during the winter, must prepay the postage 
in Chinese stamps, or their correspondence 
will be liable to be detained in Shanghai.

TIENTSIN. 


Our correspondent writes :—The work 
upon the telegraph line between Tien- 
tsin and Taku has fairly commenced, and 
should the .wire and instruments arrive 
defore the closing of the river, tho line 
will be in working order next spring. The 
following proclamation has been issued by 
HLE. Chung Tang, and emanating from 
such a source there is little fear of inter- 
ruption :—

It is ordered that the China Merchants’ 
‘Steam Navigation Company have permission 
to erect a line of telegraphs from Tientsin 
to Taixu Forts, for the transaction of official 
business, and to know when the steamers 
come and go. The work of putting up the 
poles has commenced, and in dve course 
the wires will be erected ; but during the 
progress of the work, it is feared some 
stupid people in the villages may pull up 
and steal the poles, or secretly break down 
the wires and thus cause trouble, 

Now due notice is given that the soldiers 
and people, and all of you, should abstain 
for ever from molesting the poles, wires, 
&c., along the high road, for if you do, 
severe punishment wil surely follow, and 
no excuse be accepted.

‘The coal mining at Kai-ping in got- 
ting on well. ‘Tho boring has reached a 
depth of 475 feat, Passing through six seams 
of good coal, one seam three feet thick and 
another eight fest, It is proposed to carry 
the boring to a depth of 650 feet. 

‘Tho weather continues unusually mild, 
and there is every prospect of the river 
remaining open for another fortnight.

Last Saturday (30th ult.) we had a strong 
northerly wind all day, the result of which 
was to cause the pons to freeze over, and 
to form a good deal of floating ice in the 
river, ‘The nights are cold, and unless the 
weather moderates, the ponds will afford 
fine skating in a day or two. But the river 
will not close so long as the present fine 
weather continues, 

‘The most important news item among us 
is the transfer by the C.M.S.N. Co. of all 
its tug and lightering equipments belong- 
ing here, to the Taku Tug-boat Company, 
which transfer was effected on the 28th 
ult. ‘These consist of the hulk Aden, an- 
chored outside the bar, four iron lighters, 
and the tugs Lee Hong and Arrow. An- 
other small tug is considered uscless, and 
ia not included in the transfer. ‘The ferms 
of agreement are, I understand, that 
for tho use of these vessels, the’ Taku 
Company is to pay yearly Tis. 5,000. All 
ne repairs, whether arising from 
accident or from wear and tear, all deprecia- 
tion in value, and the loss of time resulting 
from breakage or accident, necessitating 
repairs, are matters for which the Taku 
Company is in no way responsible. More- 
over, the loss of time is to be made good 
to the Taku Co., by the U.M.S.N. Co. 

‘This arrangement is made, it is said, be- 
cause the C.MLS.N. Co. cannot make them 
pay and by this plan, they hope to make 
something over and above the cost of re- 
pairs, depreciation, &e. 

‘We look but for a few more steamers up 
the river, though we hope to have com- 
munication with them at Taku for some 
time yet. We have already had 8° or 9° of 
frost.

MOY, 

The Amoy Gazette says that at 3.30 a.m, 
on the 25rd ult., a severe shock of earth- 
quake was felt at Amoy and Kulangsu 
consisting of three vibrations which lasted 
for about one minute or a little more. The 
2nd and 3rd being of long duration. "Such 
an occurrence is rather extraordinary, this 
port never having experienced so violent a 
shock. No accident has happened to any 
foreign residences." Commenting on the 
occurrence, ihe Gazette says, “The earth- 
quake at half past three this morning may 
be regarded as one of the severest shocks 
ever experienced in Amoy. The time of 
duration is of course a matter of doubt, but, 
all seem to be of opinion that the vibration 
lasted at least thirty seconds. Beyond the 
demolition of a wall or two, little or no 
damage appears to have been done, and we 
may congratulate ourselves upon so for- 
tunate a termination to what appeared at 
the time a most unpleasant feeling of in- 
security. We shall doubtless hear of the 
phenomenon having occurred in Formosa, 
or the Phillipine Islands.” Qn the 24th at 
about 5.10 a.m. another shock of earth- 
quake, less violent and of shorter duration, 
was felt at Amoy and Kulangeu, It lasted 
about fifteen seconds.—A house at Chiun 
Quieng road fell down on tho 2ist ult., 
gad a young man vas buried in the ruin 
‘The fall is attributed to the bad construction 
of the house. The Gazetfe learns that the 
rena of the young man aro claiming for 

mage an exorbitant gum of monoy, and 

that the proprietor of the house is willing 
to pay only $500; but, as the case is now 
pending in the hands of Chinese authori- 
ties, it i busieved that the propriotor will 
cost moro than what ho is intending to pay 
for (sie.) 

‘Tho samo paper understands that the 
British ship Arabia has been sold at ano- 
tion for $9,500, and that a Chinaman was 
the purehaser.~-To judge from the follow 
ing paragraph, copied from the Gazette, 
St. Andrew's aniversary was not celebrated 
‘at Amoy altogether successfully :—* The 
rage and despair of tho French cook at 
the small atte:danco at the Scotch dinner 
on St, Andrew's night were terrible to be- 
hold. He poulticed the Secretary's faco 
with the haggis and then Sjculated with 
an serent, produced probably by the new 
brana of ‘whiskey supplied to the Club, 
‘Hech Sirs, weel I ken the Amoy folk aro. 
w unco canny, abody wade raither pocket 
tho siller than spond a baubee on his ain 
inside.” ”—The Government of the Phil- 
lipine Islands forbids, until further orders, 
the introduction of all classes of French 
coin into those islands.—Subscriptions 
to the “David Manson Memorial Hospital,” 
to be erected in Takao, now amount to 
nearly $3,000, and subscribers thereto will 
be pleased to hear that tho work will bo 
commenced very shortly. Chinese officials 
and merchants in Takao and Taiwan-foo 
have come forward most liberally, and in 
some cases have given purely out of respect 
to the memory of him, whose labors in 
former years they so much appreciated, 











FooCHOW. 


The Herald says it is now officially re- 
ported that Ting Futai is prevented by 
ill-health from leaving his ancestral home 
near Swatow. The steamer sent south to 
convey His Excellency to Foochow has 
returned without him. This rumot 
illness is, the Herald believes, feigned. 
The truth is that a bitter enmity exists 
between Ting and the Viceroy ; hence, the 
alleged unwillingness of the former to take 
up the Wu-shih-shan affair.—In the matter 
of the arrests lately made by the native 
authorities on account of the Wu-shih-shan 
Riot, we are in a position to state positively 
that several of these wretched prisoners 
are perfectly innocent of any share in the 
outrage in question. ‘The arrests have been 

to the immediate neighbourhood 
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of the mission chapels, with a view, no 
doubt, to excite the friendly and well dis- 
posed inhabitants against the missionaries. 
The excitement in ‘he city last Friday and 
Monday was very great; and the indigna- 
tion of the people was loudly expressed at 
this indiscriminate persecution of innocent 
men. With characteristic cunning and 
duplicity, the authorities have, however, 
caused it to be made generally known that 
they have been prevailed upon to arrest 
these unhappy persons solely at the intance 
of the British Consul. Ling and confréres 
fare still at large, and it is said make no 
attempt atconcealment. How much longer, 
asks the Herald, it may be asked, will this 
parody of justice be allowed to continue ?— 
A distinct shock of earthquake was ex- 
perienced throughout Foochow at about 
3.45 a.m. on the 23rd ult. The movement 
jasted about forty seconds, and appeared to 
come from a north-westerly direction. _ 
‘Now that the weather is getting bracing, 
life and energy appear to be kindling in the 
breasts of our local sports. A north-easter 
perhaps causes a man to utter short em- 
phatic sentences anent things horsey as 
well as spiritual. At all events, the cur 
rent conversation in bachelor ‘ircles is 
drifting that way, and mysterious allusions 
to “dark” Mongolian steeds remind us 
that the annual turf gathering in rapidly 
approaching, The programmeisan excellent 
‘one, and should attract larger fields than 
seem at present probable, From the Tartar 
Camp we hear that the course is ‘hard as 
nails,” and that several “mokes” have 
been’ screwed-up” through  injudicions 
«powing.”—A cricket match, first v. second 
half of the alphabet, hins beon played. The 
latter won an easy victory, in one innings.

HONGKONG, 


The China Mail says it is whispered that 
another amateur concert will be given in 
Hongkong in aid of the shareholders in the 
Gity of Glasgow Bank. Some of the local 
amateurs who did not take part in the 
recent entertainment of a similar kind will, 
it is expected, aid the concert now spoken 
of; and the German Liedertafel will again 
assist. —The Volunteer Shooting Match for 
two cups presented by one of the officers, 
has taken place very successfully. ‘The 
prize forrunning firing—five rounds at 300, 
250, and 200 yards respectively—fell to 
Private Orley, who scored 34 points in 3 
minutes 25 seconds ; Moseley being second, 
having made 30 points in 3 minutes 20 
seconds, and the other prize (for 300 yards, 
10 shots, kneeling position) fell to Sergeant 
‘Whitehead, who made 26 points ; Privates 
Apear, Orley, and Sampscn being ties for 
second place, each having scored 20 points. 
When the match was concluded, the prizes 
were presented by Captain Francis, the 
recipients returning thanks ; and, with three 
cheers for the officers, the meeting dispersed. 











—It may be remembered, says the Mail, 
that Governor Hennessy elected to pay a 
pension instead of a gratuity to a Chinese 
lukong who was retiring from service, on 
the ground that it would be a source of 
strength to the Government to have a 
number of men in its pay who had pre- 
viously served in the Police Force. We 
understand that His Excellency’s com- 
mendable idea did not mect with that 
acceptance on the par: of the lukong which 
his long service and good character might 
have led us to expect. In point of fact, 
this Chinese policeman ventured to forward 
a petition to the Governor, asking His 
Excellency to reconsider his decision, and to 
remove the petitioner from the status of a 
pensioner altogether by payment of his 
gratuity ina lump sum, This request was 
very decidedly refused ; and now comes 
the most remarkable part of the affair. 
Notwithstanding the expressed wish of the 
Governor to establish a corps of native 
pensioners in the Colonial service, and the 
direct refusal to pay the pensioned lukong's 
gratuity, the Chinese constables in the 
Police Force have to a man signed a peti- 
tion, addressed to the Governor, praying 
that this favourite scheme of His Excellency 
may be quietly relegated to oblivion, and 
that the gratuities be paid as before. ‘These 
preservers of the peace, in fact, decline to 
be a source of strength and support to the 
State which maintains them—a fact which 
suggests the reflection that the said State 
will not be much the loser hy such a course 
of conduct. ‘These men evidently come 
here to draw pay in exchange fora minimum 
of work and a maximum of loafing, and 
they do not respond to His Excellency’s 
aspirations of loyalty to the British Crown, 
As there have beon heard some very queer 
rumours about the Chinese Police Force 
here, we are not so much surprised at this 
now development; but in the ordinary 
course of nature, the petition of the lukongs 
should have a subduing effect upon Mr. 
Hennessy’s great admiration for the Chinese 
character. 

St. Andrew's Ball in Hongkong was, 
according to the accounts given in the 
Daily Press and China Mail, a truly enjoy- 
able anniversary. ‘Tho assembly must have 
been one of the largest in Hongkong, for 
the ball-room and ante-rooms were well 
filled with a brilliant and fashionable com- 
pany.

CANTON. 


It appears from a circular issued by the 
Viceroy that the number of houses burt 
down in the late fire at Canton was a 
hundred and eighty-five, and in addition 
to this number forty were demolished te 
prevent the spread of tho fire. 

On the night of 25th instant, a destruc- 
tive fire broke out at a place called Tung 
Po, about ten miles east of Canton. About 
forty houses were destroyed, all trading 
shops, and the loss is considerable, No 
lives were lost.—Daily Press Cor. 

26th Nov. 

A collecting station of the Canton opium 
farmer at Sun Wu has been forcibly demol- 
ished by a mob, and the agent in charge 
and his people severely beaten. All their 
personal property was either destroyed or 
carried away, and they themselves made 
their way as quickly as possible to the 
city to report the matter to the authorities. 
—On the night of the Ist instant a fire 
broke out at Fatshan, and about a hundred 
shops, it is stated, were destroyed before 
it was extinguished. It is reported that 
two lives were lost.—On the 29th ultimo 
and the Ist instant about twenty criminals 
were decapitated on the execution ground. 
—Robberies continue as rife as ever. A day 
or two ago a raid was made on a druggist’s 
shop near the East Gate by a gang of about 
twenty-five, when booty to the value of 
$300 was carried off. —Daily Press Cor.

It 
would seem that tigers aro increasing in 
numbers on the island, or, at all events, are 
not so scarce as they have been generally 
believed to be:—An old Malay man, 
who looks after a plantation at ‘Teluk Paku, 
near Tanah Merah, having seen that a good 
deal of damage was being done by pigs in 
the plantation, thought he would try and 
shoot one, so he made a platform about 10 
or 15 feet high up in a tree, and watched 
there all Friday night, without. seeing any- 
thing. At about 7.30 a.m. on Saturday he 
saw some sort of an animal come right 
underneath the tree he was in and sniff 
round it, He did not know what the 
animal was, never having seen a tiger in his 
life. However he was very much frightened 
that it might be able to reach him, so he 
thought he had better fire, which he did, 
hitting the tiger in the back, just behind 
the shoulder. ‘This shot probably killed 
it, but ho thought he saw it move, so he 
fired another shot, and hit it in tho neck. 
‘Then he came down from his perch, and 
was rather surprised when he found he 
had killed a tiger. ‘The skeleton, which is 
perfect, except that the back of the skull 
isa little broken, will be set up in the 
Muscum, ‘The osteologist of the Museum 
considers the tiger to be probably about 50 
years old. ‘The Malay received the usnal 
Toward of $50 from Government, Another 
smallor tiger, which was caughtat Sirangoon, 
has been sold privately by the men who 
caught it. Its mother is still about Siran- 
goon district and has been wounded.” 

















‘MANILA. 


On the night of the 14th November, at 
about 10 o'clock, the Captain of the Ameri- 
can barque Masonic was stabbed in the 
abdomen by the ship's steward with a 
table knife, and the wounded man died 
the following morning between 2 and 3 
o'clock, shortly after the arrival on board 
of Dr, ’Ricardo Burke, from the injury he 
received.

t. “Nagasaki is losing several of its 


oldest residents, in addition to those al- 
ready gone, and it is remembered with 
regret that many of their places will not be 
rolilled. Wherever they 0, however, the 
‘Sun wishes them suecess, and while regret- 
ting their departure, expresses the hope that 
they will look back to the time spent in 
Nagasaki as not altegether the most un- 
pleasant episode of their lives.—The same 
Paper says thata considerable number of 
counterfeit (Japancse) twenty cent pieces 
are in cireulation, and the fraud has been 
ingeniously effected by electro-plating half- 
sen, after the characters have been duly 
altered. While on the subject of 20 sen 
pieces we may be pardoned, says the Sun, 
for referring to the great want experienced 
here of an ampler supply both of the 10 
sen and the larger pieces. The reason is not 
difficult to seck, and to anyone requiring 
say a hundred’ dollars’ worth of small 
Japanese money, we would offer this 
advice, send to Hongkong, which colony at 
present seems to be flooded with the small 
money of this country. So much so is this 
the case, that the Governor has issued a 
notification to the effect that 107 discount 
will be charged on this small change. On 
the other hand, we hear that at Singapore 
the silver pieces are weleome, and are taken 

adily at par, so that it seems this country 
is supplying a great felt want both in Hong- 
kong and the Straits, while nothing in the 
shape of silver coinage stops long in Japan, 
where the standard seems to be little better 
than paper.—St. Andrew's day has passed 
by without a sign of recognition on the 
part of the Scots, who are to be found in 
every rank of life in Nagasaki. It had 
been hoped that friends from north of the 
Tweed, who number some eighteen or 
twenty, would have made an’ effort to 
celebrate the festival of their patron saint,

‘YOKOHAMA. 

The Gazette says the political horizon is 
still clouded. Soyeshima had not defini- 
tively taken office according to our latest 
advices, and from many sources we receive 
conflicting reports of the causes of division. 
Japan undoubtedly looks upon Soyeshima 
with expectant hope, and his hesitation in 
accepting the high. position which is be- 
lieved to have been offered to him gives 
rise to great and natural anxiety. From 
all the Gazette hears there is a strong desire 
on the part of the Government to secure 
the support of a man of ability so popular 
among the best classes of the people; but 
the views entertained, or said to be enter= 
tained by Soyeshima, on the subject of 
representative governinent, have met with, 
considerable opposition from many of tho 
most experienced members of the Ministry, 
who consi¢er such a movement at least 

remature, if not a direct political error.— 
it is said that great distress exists in the 
Satsuma country, and that once well to-do 
landed proprietors, farmers, and shop- 
Keepers, are in utter destitution. ‘Tho 
Saigo rebellion has brought terrible con- 
sequences, and it is believed the sufferings 
of the unhappy people cannot be remedied 
for years to come, as a long time must 
elapse before the ravages of the war are 
eflaced.—A fresh trial of the suit Iwasaki 
Yataro v. Captain Colomb, R.N., was to 
take place in H.B.ML’s Court on'the 4th 
Dec. before Mr. Acting Law-Secretary 
Wilkinson and a jury. ‘The ease was heard 
at the end of June of last year, on which 
oceasion the plaintiff claimed $1,400 com- 
pensation for damage done to the Ch 
Maru by H.B.M.’s Audacious on the night 
of the 1th June, and a further sum of 
$150 a day demurrage for twenty days—in 
all $4,400, After a hearing which occupied 
ix days, the jury were unable to arrive at 
unanimous decision, and were.accordingly 
Aischarged.—At 11h. 7m, p.m. on the 22nd 
ultimo (the day preceding the shocks at 
Hongkong, Canton, Fatshan, Macao, &¢.), 
there wasan earthquate at Yokohama, and at 
Uh. 18m. 30s. another. The first wasofmuch 
more than ordinary power : it seemed to bo 
a continuous wave travelling from E.8.E. 
to W.N.W., and its duration exceeded one 
minute. The second shock was slight, and 
apparently from the same direction. ‘The 
following letter} is interesting, as it gives 
useful particulars of the influence of the 
shock upon vessels lying in the harbour :— 
“Yesterday at Lh. 7m. p.m. a severe 
tremblement de terre was felt on my charge 
(the Atago Maru.) was in the cabin at 
the time. Suddenly the ship commenced 
to shake and tremble considerably. ‘There 
were two such Severe shocks as to make me 
doubt whether the ship had taken the 
ground or not. ‘The lead, however, con- 
vinced me that this was unlikely. Never- 
theless, the shaking of chains and rudder, 
the cracking of partitions, and the bumping 
of the ship as if in a short head-sea, 
startled all on board. ‘The ship was headed 
south ; and as there was pitching, but no 
rolling, the earthquake must have travelled 
in a southerly or northerly direction, It 
lasted about one minute.” 

In Nippon Notes, the Gazette translaies 
that the construction of the long talked of 
railway between Kioto and Osaka has much 
progressed under the superintendence ut 
Mr. Inouye, Director of the Railway De- 
partment. It is expected that the whole of 
the year 1879 will be occupied in its com- 
pletion.—Out of 900,000 silkworni cards 
which have been brought to Yokohama this 
year, about 300,000 have been purchased 
and ‘exported by foreigners, and the re- 
mainder are in the hands of natives who are. 
anxious to sell them off lest there should be 

ny decline in their value. ‘The matter be- 
ing situated thus, the wholesale dealers in 
silkworms’ egys lteld meetings at the Town 
Hall, the result being that ten of the largest 
dealers are to purchase all the cards now in 
hand, 600,000 in number. Of these the 
best quality will be taken up to the number 
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‘of 800,000 for purposes of export, and the 
remainder will be burned or thrown away, 
following tho oxample of last year. 





JAPAN AND COREA, 


Translating from the Choya Shimbun, 
tho Japan Herald gives the following 


extract :—Zt has already been mentioned, 
how the Gorean Government had imposed 
‘a heavy tax on all imports and exports, 
‘exchanged between Japanese and Coreans. 
Our Consul mado representations on tho 
subject to the Corean Government, but 
tho reply was that tho taxes wero levied 
upon its own subjects, and that foreigners 
had no concern therewith. ‘Our Consul 
then communicated, this {stato of a 

to our countrymen there, whereupon 
inhabitants of Tsushima island, "bein; 
long intercourse, familiar with the localities 
of Corea, under pretext of trading within 
treaty limits, pushed forward to the neigh- 
Dorhood of 'Foo-san-kai. Hore they saw 
tho Corean examining officers and re- 
monstrated very strongly with them, 
pointing out that they bad, up to the 
present time, lent soveral hundred thou- 
sand yen to the Coreans, and that they 
wero ory mnteh troubled at such heavy 
taxes being placed upon tho goods which 
thoy now take in repayment of the money 
loaned. ‘The examining ofticer experienced 
great.dificulty in giving them an answer, 
and after promising the Japanese to give 
thom a reply after ho had consulted with 
tho authorities at Torai Fu, he sot out im- 
mediately for that place, “A large number 
of Japanese thorefore passed the night 
where they wero, and awaited, until the 
next day, the return of tho officer who, 
however, failed tocome back. ‘Tho Japaneso 
therefore determined on entering into direct 
communication with the Torai Fu author- 
ities, and they immediately proceeded to 
meet them, At this, however, the Corcans, 
becoming disquicted, rang alarm bells and 
took procautionary defensive measures, and, 
for a time, so great was tho confusion that 
it soomed ?s though astrugale were about to 
take placo between the Coreans and the 
Japanese in front of the gate of the Torai 
Fu. At last, however, quict was restored, 
aand tho Japeoens gucosedod in openiug Up 
direct communications with the authorities. 
At last the latter made a verbal agreement 
with the Jepanese, that the matter should 
bo postponed for thirty days, and that mean- 
while the question of these taxes should be 
referred to the Capital. The Japanese also 
received a written agreement from the 
authorities, that all goods whatsoever that 
were taken in part repayment of money 
previously loaned, should be delivered free 
of taxes. The Japanese then returned to 
their settlement. Commerce with Corea 
has been entirely stopped since the com- 
mencement of the levy of these taxes, 
and all the goods—such as shirtings, 
which have been taken there by steamers, 
remain unsold in the godowns of the settle- 
ment. 

The Gazette extracts from the Evho du 
Japon the following important information 
with reference to the above subject :—Mr. 
Hanabusa, Secretary to the Department of 
Foreign Affairs, with his Secretary Mr. 
Kondo of the same Department, has em- 
barked on board the iron-clad Hiy 
for Corea, where a serious conilict had o 
curred between the Japanese merchants and 
the natives, on the subject of the new 
Customs tariff. The Japanese Consul im- 
mediately protested to the Corean Govern- 
ment, and the two officers whose depariure 
is announced, have very strict categorical 
instructions, ‘the Japanese Government 
having decided not to yield. 

The Gazette adds. that with respect to the 
above matter it hears from Tokio that cer- 
tain preparations have been ordered by the 
Imperial Gcvernment, military as weil as 
naval, so as to be ready to meet any re- 
quirements for a land and sea attack upon 
Corea.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 

October 16th.—(1) A decree expressing 
the Imperial regret at the intelligence of 
the death of Yi-ts'ing, Deputy Licutenant- 
General of the Mongol division of tho bor- 
dered blue banner corps, and Sub-chancel- 
lor of the Grand Secretariat. All official 
ponalties recorded against his name aro to 
be remitted, and the proper yamén aro to 
see that tho honours are paid to his 
memory to which ho is entitled by law. 

(2) Memorial from Li Hung-chang com- 
mending to His Majesty's most favourable 
notice the services of Wu Ta-Chéng, 
Compiler of the Han-lin, who, at_memo- 
rinlist’s request, was placed under his 
orders to be employed in tho work of 
famine relief. He has now been engaged 
on this duty for almost a year, during 
which time ho has been unceasing in his 
activity day and night. He has braved 
the vicissitudes of cold and heat, made 
enquiries everywhere for those in sickness 
or distress, and soothed their sufferings. 
when thoy were in need of comfort, show- 
ing for them tho beautiful tenderness of a 
father or mother towards their children. 
There aro few places in which tho people 
havo 80 literally enjoyed the full benefits 
of tho relief that was supplied for them ns 
those in which he laboured. Ifa post to 
which tho smallest amount of power and 
independence of action are attached be 
given to this man, he has the power 
and the capability’ to keep the people 
true to their country and turn back the 
tide of those national calamities which 
periodically visit the land. In an Imperial 
decree of the month of April last, provin- 
cial high authoritics were commanded to 
recommend to His Majesty all officers 
under their notice whose abilities were 
above the common, and whose official 
character was ireo from corruption, and 
memorialist fecls sure that Wu Ta-chéng 
would not do discredit to any preferment 
that might be bestowed upon him, He 
would thereforereverently pray His Majesty 
to break through the rules of official routine, 
and record the name of Wu Ta-chéng for 
special employment in an important eapa- 
city, Rescript.—Let Wu Ta-chéng be sent 
to the Board for presentation to Us as soon 
as his present duties aro accomplished. 

October 17th.—(1) A decree conferring 
military distinctions on a number of officers 
who have been recommended by K’i Yuan, 
Acting-Governor of Féng-t'ien, for enerey 
displayed in the capture of ‘a notorious 
bandit chief, Shao Si-lai by name. 

Q) Ts Kwoh-ts'tian, Governor of 
Shansi, reports the death by suicide of the 
Magistrate of the K'in-yuan district and 
his wife. Inquiries conducted by the 
Prefect of Ping-yauig in whose jurisdition 
the district in question lies, showed that 
the late Magistrate Yi Chung-t8 by name, 
had made himself ill by hard work in con: 
nection with famine relief, and while in a 
bad state of health he was harassed by 
anxiety and distress owing to the failure of 
rain in the spring, and when rain did at 
last fall, the desolation and depopulation 
around him, and the impossibility of collect- 
ing Imperial taxes, weighed so heavily on 
his mind that he put an end to his life in 
his sorrow and impatience. His wife 
refused food after his death, and soon 
followed him. The truth of this account 
was established by the testimony of relatives 
of the deceased, their own servants, and 
the neighbouring gentry and notables. 
‘The memorialist ventures to solicit from 
His Majesty a mark of Imperial approba- 
tion for the deceased pair.—Granted by 
Rescript.

(2) An appeal case reported by the Court 
of Censors. A literary graduate from 
Kirin, Ts'ao Kiang by name, complains 
that two brothers, local bullies, possessed of 
rome property, made an attempt, through 
a woman with whom they had already had 
improper relations, to seduce his aunt, and 
that the latter having rejected their oves- 
tures, they made araid on her houso in 
the absence of her husband and tried to 
force their way indoors. She barricaded 
the door, and her screams having attracted 
tho notico of the neighbours, her persecu- 
tors decamped. The aunt, however, 
ashamed and mortified at the insult that 
had been dono her, committed suicide, 
whereupon the brothers seized her husband, 
and locked him up until he undertook to 
bury thebody and not report the death to the 
authorities. ‘The petitioner then brought 
a charge against them, but one of the 
brothers bribed a clerk in the sub-Prefect’s 
yamén in which the complaint was laid, to 
seize petitioner's uncle aud his nephew and 
lock them up. He also paid a woman of 
loose character to personate a relative of the 
deceased and make certain false statements, 
‘upon which the sub-Prefect dismissed the 
case. Petitioner's uncle then appealed to 
the supreme provincial court, but was 
brought back and imprisoned, being sub- 
jected to such rigorous treatmont in his 
captivity that he dicd, A further appeal 
tothe Military Governor resulted in the 
relegation of te case to tho local court, with 
‘a repetition of the delays and obstructions 
that had earlier been complained of. Re- 
ferred as usual. :

‘MR, AND MUS. B. FAIRCLOUGH AT THE 
LYCEUM. 

‘Tho above-named talented artistes made 
their bow before a Shanghai audienco, at 
the Lyceum, on the 4th inst., when’ we 
were pleased to see a well-filled house 
to wolcome them; embracing, further, the 
novelty of the presence of a greater number 
of ladies than we remember to have seen 
on asimilar occasion for a number of years. 
No doubt the ability displayed by Miss 
Eleia May, now Mrs. Fairclough, when 

laying prima donna parts with Dessrs. 
Vemon and Rainsford’s opera company in 
Shanghai in the summer of 1876, caused a 
favourable impression to be retained re~ 
garding her; and this, coupled with the 
desire to witness her performance in the 
somewhat less attractive walk of the drama, 
probably led to the numerous attendance 
we have just recorded. To say that the 
audience were not disappointed, would be 
but a faint utterance of the praise due to 
the excellence she displayed in many 
points, which amply compensated for an 
occasional weakness. i 

Mir. Fairclough came to Shanghai with a 
reputation as an actor already won, not only 
in London, but in various parts of the 
world beside, as the multitudinous criticisms 
of the Press in his possession testify. That 
he has studied in a good school is apparent, 
for his elocution, stage walk, and pose are 
excellent; but exception must to a certain 
extent be taken to the too frequent elevation 
of his eyes and a certain play of the facial 
muscles and mouth, the repetition of which 
in totally different characters causes the 
spectator tohave a slight suspicion of stagi- 
ness and mannerism, But Mr. Fairclough's 
difficulty must have been clearly understood 
by all old playgoers—to undertake the 
unusual task of playing four distinct char- 
acters from such works as Rickard IT., 











Romeo and Juliet, Hamlet, and Taming of 
the Shrew, on the same night, in the order 
named, tragedy and comedy alternating— 
and that, too, without the usual stage 
accessories or leading-up incidents—was 
a task indeed, towards which the audience 
required warming before the full beauty 
of the ‘counterfeit presentment,” if 
the allusion can bo permitted here, could 
be perceived. This feeling of bareness no 
doubt it was that caused the courtship 
scene between the Duke of Gloucester and 
Lady Anne, the opening selection, to re- 
ceive but partial applause as compared 
with what followed, notwithstanding some 
really fine acting and declamation on the 
part of both performers. In the Balcony 

scone from Romeo and Juliet, which fol 
lowed, the effect was much more pro- 
nounced, and also in the scenes from 

let, in which the Prince repudiates his love 
for Ophelia. Mr. Fairclough here shone 
to advantage, following his hero's advico 
to the players to theletter. His denuncia- 
tion of womankind, concluding with the 
words, addressed to Ophelia, Get theo 
to a nunnery,” was one of his finest utter- 
ances during the evening, and so touched 
the audience as to clicit loud and 
gemtine applause, which lasted for some 
time. 

‘Tho colobroted Mad Scene, os it is 
termed, which followed, was giver by Miss 
Elcia May with a perfection so vouching 
as almost to excite the fancy that the hap- 
less Ophelia was present, and for tho first 
time in the evening the lady’s voice was 
raised in song—soveral of the plaintivo 

rs belonging to the part being rendered 
with a power and expression worthy of all 
praise. Loud and prolonged applause 
followed this gemuine piece of acting, 

‘Tho concluding sceno was the well-known 
interview between Katheri and Petru- 
¢hioy from tho Taming of the Sirerm—aselec- 
tion’ requiring such different powers of 
imporsonation to any that had preceded it 
as to lead to somo, expressions of surpriso 
atits finding place in the programme, But 
from the first it was apparent that it struck 
the taste of the audience, whose applause 
was almost continuous,’ ‘The gay and 
rollicking Petrvchio found a truly apt 
representative in Mr. Fairclough, while the 
bonny, but seemingly unconquerable Kate 
was equally well represented by Miss 
Bleia May. ‘There was a perfect storm 
of applause at the close of the scene, cul- 
minating in a re-call before the curtain, to 
which both artistes responded and were 
received with repeated demonstrations of 
approval. 

‘The sccond part of the programme 
was devoted to music, Miss Elcia May 
singing “0 Mio Fernando” (La Favorita), 
80 tifully as to be loudly encored, 
to which she responded by singing 
another selection, Miss May’s voice is 
much improved since she was in Shanghai 
in 1876, it is rounder, fuller, and mere 
powerful, though it retains all’ its former 
sweetness and flexibility. In her next song, 
“Yes, we must part,” from The Daughter 
of the Regiment, she almost excelled herself 
for purity of tone and tenderness of ex- 
pression. Her concluding appearance for 
tho evening was in the duet from Troatore, 
the “Miserere” scene, in which sho was 
assisted by a gentleman amateur, who ac- 

uitted himself in the tenor part remark- 
ably well. At the close, Miss May was 
unanimously called before the curtain, and 
received quite an ovation. 

‘A well-known amateur performed ao 
cavatina for the flute, by Clinton, in 
finished style; and the aceompanying 
music throughout was played by Messrs. 
Fentum and burg ; who also played selec- 
tions between the several scenes and parts 
in their usually excellent manner. 

‘Taken altogether, the performance was 
more than ordinarily successful, and we 
hope there will be an equally good if not a 
better “house” than on the night in ques- 
tion, 
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‘Mr. Fairclongh was announced to recite 
“Shamus O'Brien, a tale of Galway of 
1798, as related by an Irish peasant,” but 
it being now twelve o'clock, the recitation 
was postponed till Monday. 

Tho second performance took place on 
Monday night, before a tolerably numerous 
audience, An excellent programme had 
been provided, but the performance was 
marred by circumstances which a little 
forethought would have avoided, viz., the 
coldness of the theatre, caused by neglect 
in leaving somo of the windows open— 
the wind finding its way in chilling gusts 
into the building, and not only catising 
some of the audience to shift their seats 
in the hope of finding more sheltered 
spots than those they had previously 
occupied, but actually stopping Miss May 
in one of her best selections, and com- 
pelling her to leave the stage to procure a 
paletot, which she wore nearly throughout 
the remainder of the evening. The cold- 
ness of the theatre was the subject of much 
outspoken complaint, and hopes were ex- 
pressed that such discomfort would not be 
‘again permitted. 

‘Miss May received well-merited encores 
for her singing of Balfe's beautiful solo for 
soprano, The power of love,” and in 
Gunbert’s Yo happy birds.” She also sang 
‘Sulliean’s Let me dream again,” and the 
grad scenafrom “Der Freischutz,” besides 
acting the part of Katherine to Mr. Fair- 
clough’s Petruchio, in the celebrated court- 
ship scene from ‘The Taming of the 
Shrow,” which by special request was 
repeated, and with which the entertainment 
torminated. ; 

‘Mr. Fairclough rocited in finished style 
“Honry the Fifth’s address to_ his 
soldiers at the siege of Harfleur,”” “King 
Lear's Curse,” and “Shamus O'Brien” (a 
tale of Galway of 1798, as related by an 
Trish peasant.) ‘The latter was so exquis- 
itely rendered as to take the audience 
completely by surprise, and the utmost 
silence rovailed till the close, when a loud 
‘burst of applause aruse, which culminated 
in the recall of Mr. Fairclough before the 
curtain. 

‘Messrs. Fentum and Ibury again accom- 
panied, and in the intervals played several 
operatic and other selections, contributing 
greatly to the enjoyment of the evening. 

‘At the close of the performance, both 
‘Miss May and Mr. Fairclough were wnani- 
mously recalled, and repeatedly applauded.

SATURDAY'S PAPER HUNT, 

Tho second hunt of the season was run 
on Saturday. The Hongkew country was 
selected, the moct being at a spot near the 
Rifle Butts, where at the time appointed 
nearly fifty horsemen put in an appearance, 
besides a large company of spectators all 
anxious, to make the most of the Inst 
Saturday half-holiday before the change of 
mail-day. In addition to the hunt, there 
was another species of sport ready to be 
commenced as soon as the cavaleade had 
swept away out of danger from the “hissing 
Jead”—and that was the monthly challenge 
cup competition of No. 2 Co., S.V.C., 
affording another illustration of ‘the value 
set upon the Saturday half-holiday in 
Shanghai. 

At tho word to go, the troop streamed 
away together, but soon lengthened to a 
line, presenting an interesting sight as 
they wound in and out among the grave- 
mounds, The Hongkew country has been 
described previously, so that. it is needless 
to say more than that on this occasion the 
“going” was rather heavy owing to the 
depth of the furrows and the fact of there 
being between many of them a sort of drain 
or gutter, in some instances containing 
water—three of these being more than a 
poy could clear in his stride, and two 

ing well within it, caused considerable 
“pitching and tossing” until the level 
country was again reached. The finish was 
across what would been a formidable water 
jump ‘ad the tide been high, but as it 
was low water the ponies had nothing for 
it but to scramble through in the best 
manner possible, A large number of 
spectators were here assembled, and were 
gratified with one of the most interesting 
wins, from a sportsman’s view, ever seen. 
Coming to the straight 200 yards or so from 
home, Mr. Walker, on drab, was leading, 
but was pressed by Mr. Fearom on Spalpecit.

FIRE IN HONGKEW. 
Shortly after twelve o'clock on 5th inst., 


| the alarm of fire in Hongkew was rang from 


the ditferent stations. The various bri- 
gades promptly obeyed the call, and it being 
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an hour when most people are leaving their 
business for tiffin, a large number of fire- 
men and non-working foreigners were soon 
‘on the scene ; and it was at once apparent 
that the subjugation of the flames was no 
easy task to accomplish. The two native 
shops at the junction of the Woosung Road 
and Mungo Ally, on the ‘West side of the 
‘Woosung Road and abutting on the thick 
fire-wall which saved them from being con- 
sumed by the fire which occurred on the 
same road during last summer were gutted 
when the engines arrived, and the flames 
had spread to the shops on the other side 
of Mungo Alley, as well as to the houses in 
course of ersetion on the opposite side of 
the Woosung Road, which are being built 
to replace those burnt on the oceasion just 
referred to. Tho Hongkew engine took 
upa position in Mungo Alley, and soon 
arrested the progress of the ames in that 
direction, while the other engines, with the 
exception of No. 4, “Delugo,” ‘stationed 
themselves so as to obtain water from the 
Soochow Creek, and did good service in ex- 
tinguishing the flames in the WoosungRoad. 
No. 4 engine was on the opposite side of the 
firein the same road. At first some difficulty 
was experienced by this engine in obtaining, 
water, owing to somo new buildings having 
beon erected round a pond which on pre- 
vious occasions had been availed of, and a 
supply was eventually obtained through one 
thousand feet of hoso from another pond 
behind the Hospital, So vigorous and 
plentiful was the application of water when 
tho engines onco got to work, that the 
flames immediately succumbed, and 
by two o'clock they. vere well-nigh 
completely extinguished. Soon _after- 
wards the engines left, vith ihe exception 
of No. 4, which remained during the .~es*=: 
part of the afternoon playing on the 
smouldering ruins. ‘Tho damage done it, 
not so extensive as the appearance of 
the flames seemed to indicate. But 
fifteen shops and houses on the West 
side of the Woosung Road are burnt to 
the ground, and ten of the new houses on 
the opposite side are so badly damaged in 
the upper story that they will require to be 
rebuilt, One of the shops, which is now a 
heap of ruins, was a parmnbroker’s, and it is 
said very fow of the valuables it contained 
were saved. 

So far as wo could learn, the fire broke 
out in the bamboo-ware shop at the corner 
of the Mungo Alley and Woosung Road, 
through the ignition of some of the wares 
while the midday meal was being cooked. 























PALESTINE EXPLORATION FUND 

, The Committee of the Palestine 3°=plora- 
tion Fund have resolved to promote an 
expedition to the Sea of Galilee, and in 
appealing to the public for support have 
issued the following circular, which con- 
tains much valuable information :—After 
the surveyor, the archmologist ; after the 
theodolite, the spade. ‘The great Survey 
of Palestine, west of the Jordan, having 
been brought to a successful conclusion, 
the Committee are enabled to turn their 
attention to that examination of certain 
special districts which was comtemplated 
in the original prospectus of the Society, 
and has been dinars kept in view. One 
great object of the Survey was to furnish 
that solid geographical knowledge without 
which the Historian and Commentator, as 
well as the Geologist and Mineralogist, work 
inthe dark. That object is now attained. 
The ground has been cleared, the opportu- 
nity for a close examination gained.

The advocates of 
the first-named site, the Round Fountain, 
maintain that it is the Capharnahum of 
Josephus, and point to the fact that the 
coracinus is still found in it; on the other 
hand, its opponents argue that there are no 
ruins nearer the fountainthan AbuShusheh, 
which is on the hills some distance off ; that 
no tradition has ever been connected with 
it; that the fountain does not now, and 
never could have irrigated any considerable 
portion of Gennesareth ; and that the foun- 
tain of Ain et Tabigal, once carried at a 
high level by a remarkable piece of engineer- 
ing into the Plain of Gennesareth, is more 
likely to be the fountain mentioned by 
Josephus. In favour of the mounds of 
Minyeh, it is urged that the old Roman roa 
which crossed the Jordan at Jisr Ben’ 
Yaktb left the shores of the lake at this 
point ; that the name of Capernaum might 
very well be taken from the Tabigah foun 
tain, the waters of which were carried along 
the face of the hill above the mounds by a 
rock-hewn conduit ; that the mounds. in 
themselves are evidence of the former exist- 
ence of a place of some size; and that ‘Tsl- 
mudic doczors (see Conder’s ‘Tent Work 
in Palestine,” p. 184) speak of 
Capernaum as the city of Minyeh. Against, 
the site, it is agreed that no traces have 
been found of old buildings, or of any tombs

SHARP SHOCK OF EARTHQUAKE IN HONGKONG, 
(China Mail.) 

‘Most of sur residents, especially those 
who are light sleepers, were made 
aware of the fact that a double shock 
of earthquake was experienced here shortly 
after three o'clock this morning (28rd 
ult.) These freaks of uature are not so 
common in this part of the world as to 
render them recognised acquaintances, but 
fortunately they ave of so comparatively 
mild a character that very little fear of 
absolute danger need accomipany them., The 
last distinct shock felt in this Colony oeeur- 
red shortly after 9.a.m. on the 23rd of June, * 
but the tremulous visitor of this 
ng was apparently the most severe 
ever experienced in Hongkong.

state, and thioves or the perambulations of 
the hob-nailed “night watch” were credited 
with the unusual disturbance. On the lower 
levels, several residents were rudely shaken 
out of their shnnbers by the first shock, 
which seems to have been 
and decisive as a prepara 
next. ‘Then the character of the second 
sensation—that of oscillation, gentle and 
undulating, rasted with the first 
is universally deseribed as very 
marked, in its emphatic effect upon the 
laws of gravitation. One saw his walls 
actually sway to and fro, and wondered 
which door he could most readily escape 
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from ; another fancied that the stabili 
of the world had come to an end witl 
the present administration in Hongkong ; 
and yet another, of a more practical 
turn “of mind, cast his eyes on the 
ceiling and speculated which particular 
piece was to give way first before the 
grand crash came. As will be readily un- 
derstood, however, the whole tremulation 
did not last many seconds ; and Mother 
Earth had recovered her accustomed steadi- 
ness ere any of the above ideas had taken 
dofinite form. Fortunately a gentleman of 
our acquaintance happened to be awake 
reading when the earthquake occurred, and 
he has given us what may be termed a 
circumstantial account under very favoura- 
ble conditions. He was sitting reading, 
when he sustained a sharp shock, which 
had no sooner conveyed to his mind the 
impression that it was subterranean, than 
the second shock swayed him backwards 
and forwards in his chair as if he had been 
at sea, There were four or five oscillations 
during the second shock, and they pro- 
ceeded from N.E. to S.W. His lamp swung 
as if it had been on board ship, and the 
rings of his bed-curtains tinkled as if a 
strong wind were blowing upon them. This 
‘occurred as nearly as possible at 3.13 a.m., 
and, with minor variations in detail, it 
pretty nearly describes the sensation which 
must have been experienced on all the 
lower levels of the town. 

‘We have not heard any description of the 
effect, if any, which was caused on the 
water in the Harbour ; but while we write 
the following has arrived from a trust- 
worthy and accurate correspondent. in 
Canton :—‘ Just a line. We have had a 
shock of earthquake here this morning 
(Saturday). At about 3.15 a.m., my svife 
awakened me suddenly, and I became con- 
scious of a swinging movement about my 
bed which continued for more than a 
minute. It seems to have awakened my 
wife, so that how'long the shock continued 
Tam unable to say. I might mention that 
tthe oscillations (for the sensation was more 
of that character than a shock) were in the 
direction of East and West. My observa- 
tions have been verified by Dr. J. Chalmers 
and Mr. 'T, Sampson, and they may be 
worth a note in the China Mail, as perhaps 
something similar may have occurred 
Hongkong. Perhaps this will form material 
for a note to-day.” So it is noted accord- 
ingly, and it is noteworthy that, at almost 
exactly the same time as in Hongkong, the 
shook was felt in Canton, though the dura- 
tion of the oscillations may be somewhat 
overstated. 

















‘THE MURDER IN HONGKONG.—TRIAL OF THE 
ACCUSED. 

At the Supreme Court Criminal Session 
Hongkong, on the 3rd inst., Charles New- 
man, a watchman unemployed, was indicted 
for tho wilful murder of one Gutierrez, a 
Portuguese, at a house No. 153, Queen's 
Road East, on the night of the 8th August 
last. The Hon. G. Phillippo, Attorney 
General, prosecuted, and the Hon. Mr. 
Hayllar, instructed by Mr. Dennys, aj 
peated to watch the case on behalf of the 
prisoner. The following gentlemen com- 

osed the special jury :—Messrs. H. C. 

rdmann, W. Reiners, D. Gillies, F. A. 
Grobien, 'H. Dickie, L. Beyer, and P. A. 
da Costa. 

The facts of the case have been so 
frequently alluded to in these columns that 
repetition would be a waste of space. 
Suflice it, therefore, to say that on the night 
named, the accused, who had been in com- 
pany with the murdered man and a woman 
named Louisa Lockhardt, whom he (ac- 
cused) was living with, unexpectedly re- 
turned home, and found the two in the 
huge. He went into a back kitchen and 
procuring a tomahawk, or axe, commenced 
a murderous onslaught on the unhappy 
pair, killing the man on the spot, and so 
severely injuring the woman that her life 
was for a long while despaired of. 
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It should be mentioned that Newman 
and Lockhardt had visited Shanghai only 
a short time before; and while in this 
Settlement, Newman threatened the lives 
of several people with revolver and knife, 
and was in consequence sent back to Hong- 
kong with the woman, arriving there only 
the day before he committed the murder. 

Evidence of the above facts having been 
given, 

‘The Jury retired for two or three minutes, 
and on returning into Court, the foreman, 
in reply to the formal enquiry of the Regis- 
trar, said they found the prisoner Guilty of 
wilful murder. 

Prisoner, on being asked if he had any- 
thing to say why sentence of death should 
not be passed upon him, said that when he 
left Hongkong for Shanghai, he did so with 
the intention of occupying a vacancy there. 
‘When, however, hegotthere the disgrace that, 
he had got into in Hongkong was put to him. 
On applying to Mr. Johnson for a few lines 
of recommendation he refused io give them 
to him ; he then applied to Captain Bolton, 
and he would not say anything for him. 
He then got into an excited stato of mind, 
and did not know what he was doin; 
‘They then sent him down here to Hong- 
kong on board a steamer, with the woman 
Lockhardt, and when he arrived here he 
was perfectly beside himself. It was not 
his intention to kill Gutierrez ; he did not 
dot wilfully, 

His Lordship—Charles Newman, you 
have been found guilty of wilful murder, 
and no one, I think, who has heard this 
evidence can doubt but that perhaps when 
you went to the house on the night in 
question you were not aware that Gutierrez 
was there. But at the sight of him, your 
jealousy was aroused, and, giving way to 
your violent passion, you deliberately took 
that axe, and inflicted blows upon him 
which caused his death. ‘That was wilful 
murder. Now I cannot forget that not 
long ago you received a lesson in this Colony 
of the absolute necessity of controlling the 
outbursts of your passion, That lesson has 
unfortunately been disregarded, and now 
your passion has again brought you to this 
stage. You sent that unfortunate man to 
a very early death, and the sentence of the 
Jaw is that your life must be given as a 
warning to other people that they must not 
give way to anger, and passion, and savage 
violence. The sentence of the Court is 
that you be taken hence to the place from 
where you came, and thence to the place of 
execution ; that thére you be hanged by 
the neck until you be dead, and that your 
body be buried in such place as the Governor 
may direct. 

Prisoner—I have one request to m: 

His Lordship~You have one request to 
make? What is it? 

Prisoner—That when Iam dead, my body 
may be sent to San Francisco and buried in 
the Blue Mountain Cemetery. 

His Lordship said that rested entirely 
with the.Governor, but the prisoner's re- 
quest should be conveyed to His Excellency. 

Newman was then removed. He made 
his remarks and request after the verdict 
was dolivered in a firm and natural tone of 
voice, and betrayed very little agitation, 

















LI YEUNG CHOI'S INVASION OF ANNAM. 
(China Mail.) 
It is reported, we believe with truth, 
that enquiries are being instituted regard~ 


| ing the movements of General Li Yeung 


Choi. The General has taken possession 
of two provinces of Tonquin, viz., Puk 
Ning and Tai Yuen. ‘These places have 
been placed under strict martial law, and 
perfect order is being maintained. The in- 
habitants have been asked to change their 
costume and wear aqueue, and thosedistricts 
in which the inhabitants comply are to be 
vacated by the troops. The General has 
also used his influence to unite the black 
and yellow flag rebels under one banner, 
but it is as yet doubtful whether or not 








they will join Li’s army. We have also 
heard a story to the effect that, before 
the General took up arms, he sent two 
emissaries to the King of Annam, and 
by some means these men found favour 
with the king and were placed in charge 
of the province of Suhn Kwang, the chief 
city of which is Tsing Ngam. General 
Li found means to acquaint these men of 
his approach, and they caused the gates 
of the city to be thrown open, and the 
General's army was thus enabled to take 
possession unopposed. Several hundreds 
of the Annamites are said to have been 
slain, but now several thousands have joined 
the ranks of Li's army. The King of An- 
nam directed his Chief General (Wong Tek 
Cheung) to march against the invaders, 
which he did with an army of over 10,000. 
A battle was fought which lasted three days 
(from the 5th to the 8th ultimo), in which 
the Annamites were defeated and about 
one thousand prisoners taken. ‘These men 
were allowed to disperse after their heads 
had been shaved, but their officers were not 
80 fortunate, as eight-tenths of them were 
executed, having refused to swear allegiance 
to Li. The French are said to have re- 
mained inactive, satisfying themselves by 
keeping. 0 der at the seaports. The Mail

THE UNITED STATES. 
Washington, 20th Oct. 
A tolegram to the Times, of the above 
date, says the crder issued by Mr, Sherman, 
the Secretary of the Treasury, for the pur: 
chase of silver bullion, is to the effect that 
400,0000z, shall be bought weekly, and not 


45,0000z., as was previously announced, 

‘The Washington correspondent of the 
same paper, telegraphed, on the 25th Oct., 
news to the effect that President Hayes 
and Secretary Sherman have addressed an 
immense assemblage at a State fair held at 
Cumberland (Maryland). ‘The President, 
who was introduced by Governor Cirroll, 
delivered a speech, in which he said there 
was every indication of reviving prosperity, 
which would be confirmed by honest money 
for honest labour. Mr. Sherman, review- 
ing the sources of national prosperity, 
stated that the balance of trade was this 
year in favour of the United States to 
the extent of $289,000,000, and pointed 
out also the increaso of production, the 
diversity of American manufacture, the 
decrease of expenditure, the advancin 
credit of the country, and the success o 
the Four per Gent. Bonds, $158,000,000 of 
which had been sold. Mr. Sherman aald 
that the paper money now at par must be 
kept so, but observed that the introduction 
of the ‘silver dollar had complicated the 
resumption of specie payments, “He hoped 
that Congress reould limit x isos’ or 
increase its intrinsic value, in order to keop 
it equal to gold. ‘The Treasury, continued 
Mr. Sherman, now held $137,000,000 in 
gold and silver to redeem any notes pre- 
sented for payment. Gold and silver were 
‘coming from Europe and the western mines, 
which’ would produce $100,000,000 an- 
hhially, snd BC, Sherman declared that 
unless the people preferred irredeemable 
money and unless they forced an excossive 
issue of less valuable silver, which would 
drive gold out of circulation, the United 
States would have redeemable money at 
par with coin and with gold.

plea to support the selection of their own 
servants to serve as a channel of communi- 
cation between independent foreigners and 
the Chinese authorities. The true reason 
for this writer's assumption of the especial 
fitness of American Collectors of Customs 
to occupy important posts as Chairmen of 
public meetings, Committees representing 
the whole foreign community of China, as 
in the case referred to, viz., the Famine 
Relief Fund, and so on, is very evident. 
It is that it is becoming a manifest fact, 
attended in some instances with very mis- 
chievous consequences, that the foreign 
members of the Chinese Customs daily 
show greater eagerness to interfere in any 
and everything which does not belong to 
their own business in life, viz., the collection 
of Custom House dues ; hoping, it is said, 
thereby little by little to attain to that 
quasi-diplomatic position for which the soul 
of the foreign Custom House clerk longeth. 
If, instead of thus continually straining 
after and interfering in matters in which 
they have little concern, and no influence 
for good as regards our relations with 
China, and which it is the general opinion 
can be more fitly discharged. by others, the 
foreign Qustom House officers would ‘give 
their undivided attention to the by no means 
unimportant duties they are so well paid to 
discharge, they would become at once more 
useful, popular, and respected members of 
the various foreign communities residing 
‘at the Chinese Treaty Ports.

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CIVIL SUMMARY COURT. 


Shanghai, 11th Dec. 
Before R. A. Mowat, Exq. 
cow v. J. A. TAYLOR. 

Defendant is the manager of the Chartered 
Mercantile Bank of India, London sud China, 
and plaintiff, who was formerly in bis seevieo 
as cook, sought to recover $10, wages he 
alleged to be due. 

Plaintiff deposed that he entered the de- 
fendant’s service on the Ist May last, his 
wages being fixed at $10 per month, At the 
end of June he asked for au advance of wagrs, 
ani defendant agreed to pay him $12 per 
mouth, and he was afterwards paid at that 
rate. "At the end of November, he was d 
missed and paid off with $2;'and he now 
claimed $10 as the balance of his wages for 
that month. 

Defendant explained that he agreed at first 
to pay the plaintiff $10 per month wages, and 
that at the end of his second month's “service 
he voluntarily promised him»  cumshaw” of 
$2. month ou condition that he attended 
Well to his duties and did no squeezing, 
Plaintiff had uot fulfilled these conditions, and 
therefore he hal deducted the ‘cumsbaws” 
from his last month's wages, which still gave 
him $70 for his seven months’ service. 

Hix Hoxotr considered that the &2 was 
in effect added to plaintiff's wages, aml not 
given asa “cumshaw ;” but even if it wero 
treated as such, defendant could not get back 
the earlier sunis—at the mest he could only 
stop that for the mouth of November. He 
(iis Honour) would enter up judgment for 
the amount claimed with costs, and advised. 
the defendant not to take any proceedings 
in the Mixed Court of the kind he talked of. 
jates ALY.

(The Times.) 

In its City article, dated the 28th October, 
the Times refers to the report of the account- 
ants and lawyers called in to examine the 
books of the City of Glasgow Bank, and says 
“Wo must pay its compilers the compliment 
of saying that their statements are clear and 
carefully drawn. ‘The shareholders will now 
have at loast some light thrown upon the con- 
dition of the bank’s affairs. A most sombre 
light it unbappily. ‘The sum of the whole 
matter is that the bank has lost on a moderate 
and probably favourable estimate £6,200,000 
—i.e., the whole of the paid-up expital aud 
reserve fund, together with fully £5,000,000 
besides, ‘That iv a most disastrous statement 
for the unhoppy aharcholders, and we need 

















- | agers of this bank have o 








hardly say that a loss of such magnitude could 
never have fallen on them but for reckless 
mismanagement to hegin with and deliberate 
and -long-continued fraud practised to hide 
tbat mismauagement. ‘The story set forth in 
the report now published is one of the most 
dlivgracefl in the history of banking, Accounts 
have been deliberately falsified, securities 
entered at fictitious values, bad debts taken 
as good assets, and the very gold which ought 
to been held under the Act of 1845 
againat the note issue deliherately squandered 
to the extent of over £300,000. ‘The Govern- 
ment has been deceived hy false returns, the 
weholders by * ets, 
nd everything done in short that a perverse 
ingenuity could think of to conceal the bank- 
rupt condition of the bank until it became a 
national calamity. The revelations of the 
investigators must startle the mercantile com- 
munity almost as much as the news of the 
failure, aud ought to be the signal for many 
much-needed banking reforms. Here is a 
bank professedly occupied with the commerce 
of Scotland, a bank notable among Scnteh 
banks for its pushing endeavours to establish 
branches ail over the nortkern half of the 
Kingdom, throwing away millions of the 
money of its depositors to support hopelessly 
otten firms in the East India trade, investing 
indoubtfal or altogether speculativesecurities, 
euch as Erie Sha other American Rai 
way stocks, buyi alia and New 
Zealand, aud generally behaving like au in- 
ie gambler mad to be rid of his fortune, 
‘This, too, is a position into which the wan- 
jously drifted at 
ordinary recognized 
8 hey have lent 
rather freely on a bad security, or have puffed 
up some possibly shrewd and rich, but over- 
anger speculator, to the loss of the concern. 
‘Then courage failed them; they dared not 
tell the truth, It was easier to hide losses 
in ambiguous balance-sheets good for de- 
ception, and tho first losses were thus 
hid. ‘Then worse came, and it was 
cessary to go from oue eritni toa 
in order to keep the ever-increasing lowses out 
of sight, until at last the criminality reached 
rhe point of paying » splendid dividend and 
isnuing a balance-sheet, showing a large surplus 
at the very time when the funds of the hank 
were #0 uiterly exhausted that the manage 
had to abstract the gold held against the notes 
in order to keep the concern above water for 
afew more days, No comments can add to 
the force of facts like these. We can ouly 
repeat that if sach offences against the in- 
nocent public and suffering sharebiolders are 
allowed to go unpunished, th n end to 
gonfidence in Scotch banking. A shock will 
indeed be given to the credit of all banks, such 
a8 must prove most injurious to the mercantile 
credit of England ; and pavishment alone will 
not auffice.
